What  gave  promise  of  being  one  of  the  most  profitable 
years  in  the  history  of  our  schools  was  fully  realized  during  the 
spring,  summer  and  tall  terms,  hut  during  the  winter  the  preva- 
lence of  grip  in  all  the  schools  and  of  whooping  cough  in  half  of 
them,  has  seriously  affected  the  attendance,  and  hence,  in  a 
measure,  their  prosperity. 

Sickness  has  not  been  confined  to  pupils  alone.  Teachers, 
and  those  for  whom  they  were  obliged  to  care,  have,  in  a  num- 
ber of  cases,  been  thus  unfortunate. 

Miss  Cartland,  who  was  very  successful  at  West  Gorham 
during  the  summer  and  fall,  asked  for  leave  of  absence  during 
the  winter,  on  account  of  ill  health.  Miss  Hamblen,  of  the 
Blake  school,  and  Miss  Lowell,  of  the  Mosher  school,  were 
obliged  to  resign  after  completing  four  weeks  of  the  winter  term, 
by  reason  of  sickness  in  their  homes. 

It  was  thought  best  to  close  the  South  Gorham  school  at  the 
end  of  the  fourth  week  of  the  winter  term.  Nearly  all  the 
scholars  were  sick  with  whooping  cough. 

The  work  in  the  schools  has  been  characterized  in  a  larger 
degree  than  usual  by  an  earnestness  on  the  part  of  the  teachers 
and  by  a  realizing  sense  of  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them 
in  the  work  of  their  chosen  profession. 

It  is  an  exception  to  the  rule  to  find  a  teacher  in  our  schools 
who  is  not  doing  something  in  the  way  of  self-improvement. 
Some  belong  to  teachers1  circles,  and  are  taking  a  special  course 
in  reading ;  others  are  reading  standard  works  on  theory  and 
practice  in  teaching,  while  nearly  all  read  some  educational  paper 
or  magazine.  The  teachers  willingly  follow  the  instructions  and 
act  upon  the  suggestions  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  advise  and 
direct . 
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It  is  encouraging  to  notice  that  the  teachers"  reports  show  a 
larger  number  of  visits  by  citizens.  May  the  time  be  near  when 
parents  will  see  the  necessity  of  visiting  the  schools,  conferring 
with  the  teacher  and  being  frank  in  their  statements  as  to  the 
characteristics  of  their  children.  The  efficiency  of  the  schools 
will  be  largely  increased  when  parents  are  willing  to  impute  the 
best  motives  to  the  teachers  for  the  corrections  they  find  it 
necessary  to  administer,  and  the  methods  they  use.  It  is  im- 
possible for  one  to  give  his  best  service  if  he  feels  he  has  not  the 
confidence  and  respect  of  those  for  whom  he  labors.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  time  may  come  when  parents  will  realize  that  these  are 
facts. 

The  Gorham  High  School  maintains  the  high  reputation  it 
has  earned  while  under  the  care  of  Principal  Woodman.  Its 
influence  is  felt  in  all  the  schools  in  town.  It  has  come  to  be  an 
accepted  fact  that  all  scholars  admitted  to  this  school  must  pass 
a  rigid  examination  to  determine  then-  fitness  to  profitably  pursue 
high  school  studies.  In  the  last  examination  about  one-third 
failed  to  meet  the  entrance  requirements.  This  failure  acted  as 
a  stimulus.  Realizing  their  lack  of  fitness  to  do  the  required 
work,  they  have  resolutely  set  about  to  prepare  for  the  next 
examination. 

Miss  Small,  who  did  good  work  as  assistant,  resigned  very 
unexpectedly  in  the  middle  of  the  fall  term.  The  committee 
were  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Ridlon  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Her 
work  is  satisfactory  to  all. 

During  the  five  years  Mr.  Benson  has  been  principal  of  the 
Frederick  Robie  High  School  the  improvement  has  been  uni- 
form.   The  last  year  has  been  one  of  the  best. 

The  Levi  Hall  High  School  met  with  a  loss  at  the  end  of 
the  summer  term  in  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Freeman.  Mr.  Mac- 
Millan  was  secured  for  the  fall  term,  and  is  carrying  on  the  work 
successfully.

When  the  law  abolishing  school  districts  went  into  effect 
in  March,  1894,  there  was  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
inhabitants  of  School  District  Xo.  1  and  the  School  Committee,, 
in  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  statute  abolishing  school 
districts.  This  controversy  continued  until  April,  1897,  when 
the  School  Committee  refused  to  grant  to  the  district  agent  the 
funds  to  maintain  the  schools  in  said  district,  and  they  provided 
for  their  maintenance  the  same  as  for  other  schools  in  town. 
The  inhabitants  of  the  district  immediately  petitioned  for  a  writ 
of  mandamus  to  issue  to  the  School  Committee,  commanding- 
them  to  award  to  said  district  the  funds  necessary  to  maintain 
their  schools  for  the  current  year.  The  case  was  carried  to  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  and  argued  in  July,  1897.  A  decision 
was  rendered,  declaring  that  School  District  Xo.  1  was  abolished. 
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An  authoritative  decision  is  what  was  desired,  and  no  doubt  it 
will  be  satisfactory  to  all. 

The  Wescott  and  Mosher  school-houses  have  been  painted. 
The  interior  of  the  school-house  at  West  Gorham  has  also  been 
painted,  the  plastering  on  the  walls  and  ceiling  tinted,  and  the 
desks  varnished.  At  Gorham  village  the  floors  were  oiled,  the 
desks  and  inside  finish  of  the  rooms  varnished.  New  out- 
buildings were  built  at  South  Gorham  and  White  Rock. 

That  something  needs  to  be  done  to  furnish  better  accom- 
modations for  the  pupils  of  the  Fogg  School  is  evident  to  all 
acquainted  with  its  condition.  The  School  Committee  recom- 
mend that  a  lot  be  purchased  of  William  E.  Strout,  on  the 
westerly  side  of  the  road,  leading  from  Gorham  Village  to  Par- 
ker's Corner,  opposite  the  Fogg  school-house;  that  the  old 
school-house  be  moved  on  this  lot  and  thoroughly  repaired. 
Cost  of  lot  and  repairs  not  to  exceed  $600. 

The  wages  due  teachers  will  exhaust,  but  not  overdraw  the 
appropriation  for  common  schools. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  following  appropria- 
tions be  made : 

For  Common  Schools,  three  thousand,  three  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

For  a  Free  High  School  at  Gorham  village,  twelve  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars. 

For  supplies,  repairs,  insurance,  etc.,  one  thousand  dollars. 
For  Text  Books,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

Of  the  twenty  three  different  teachers  employed  during  the 
year,  four  were  college  graduates;  two,  students  in  college: 
eight,  graduates  of  State  Xormal  Schools;  and  eight  graduates 
of  High  Schools  or  Academies.  Eight  have  State  certificates,  of 
which  two  are  life  certificates.  Twenty  have  had  previous  ex- 
perience. Eleven  have  proven  themselves  superior  teachers  and 
the  remainder  good  or  fair. 

Some  have  been  weak  in  a  few  of  the  following  particulars, 
none  in  all  of  them:  lack  of  enthusiasm,  method,  and  definite  plan 
for  the  day's  work;  failure  to  thoroughly  master  the  topics  upon 
which  pupils  were  expected  to  recite;  failure  to  hold  attention  of 
the  whole  class  and  to  keep  pupils  from  long  periods  of  idleness 
and  listlessness;  failure  to  have  brief  and  well  directed  reviews: 
neglect  of  tidiness  of  school-room;  neglect  of  conduct  and  manner 
of  pupils,  and  failure  to  check  loud,  coarse  speech  and  rough, 
boisterous  conduct  before  the  opening  of  school,  at  recess,  and 
the  noon  period;  and  voluntary  servitude  to  the  text-book.  Up- 
on this  point,  it  is  quite  noticeable  that  a  large  percentage  of  the 
teachers  are  wholly  dependent  upon  their  text-books,  in  con- 
ducting recitations  in  History  and  Geography. 

The  physical  surroundings  of  such  school-rooms  as  the  Blake, 
Fogg  and  Fort  Hill  cannot  impress  pupils  with  any  of  the  re- 
finements of  life,  nor  appeal  to  what  is  best  in  their  thoughts. 
Mutilated  benches,  unsightly  floors,  dilapidated  furniture,  and 
patched,  disfigured  walls  and  ceilings  do  not  tend  to  create  an 
atmosphere  of  culture.  These  conditions  should  be  speedily 
changed. 

One  could  not  fail  to  be  cheered  by  the  pleasing  effect  of 
the  pictures  and  other  decorations  on  the  walls,  by  the  orderlv 
condition  of  desks  and  school  apparatus,  and  general  tidiness  of 
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Hit-  school-rooms  in  Lower  Grammar,  Wcseott  during  fall  and 
winter  terms,  South  Gorham,  ami  White  [lock  schools.  These 
good  influences  seemed  to  be  reflected  in  the  faces  of  the  children 

ami  to  brighten  all  the  exercises. 

A  uniform  course  of  Study  has  been  in  operation  throughout 

the  town  for  the  whole  year  and  h:is  assisted  in  classifying  scholars 
and  in  arranging  the  order  in  which  studies  shall  be  taken  up. 

Comparing  the  school  work  of  the  last  part  of  the  year  with 
that  of  the  first  part,  there  seems,  on  the  whole,  to  have  been  the 
most  progress  made  in  the  subjects  of  Spelling,  written  Arithme- 
tic, Heading  in  lower  grades,  Language  Work  and  Grammar, 
Penmanship,  Drawing  and  History;  and  the  least  progress  made 
in  Mental  Arithmetic,  Heading  iti  higher  grades,  Geography, 
Elements  of  Science, Civics,  Physiology,  Book-keeping,  and  proper 
regulations  in  regard  to  conduct  and  manners  of  pupils  at  recess 
and  noon  periods. 

The  subjects,  Elements  of  Science,  and  Physiology  with 
special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants  and 
narcotics  npon  the  human  system  have  been  very  much  neglected. 
The  Intermediate  department  of  the  Levi  Hall  School  has  done 
very  creditable  work  in  the  latter  subject,  as  well  as  the  White 
Rock,  Frederick  Robie,  West  Gorham  and  Fogg  schools.  Ex- 
emplary  exercises  in  Mental  Arithmetic  and  analysis  of  simple 
problems  were  observed  in  the  Lower  Grammar  Practice  School 
and  in  the  Fort  Hill  School.  Good  specimens  of  map  drawing 
were  exhibited  by  the  pupils  of  White  Rock,  Mosher,  Frederick 
Robie  and  Blake  schools.  Few  ungraded  schools  have  classes  in 
Book-keeping.  The  best  work  in  the  subject  has  been  done  at 
Levi  Hall  school. 

In  Penmanship  there  has  been  the  widest  difference  in  pro- 
ficiency between  schools  of  equal  rank  in  other  respects. 
One  school  scrawls  while  the  other  writes  a  legible  hand. 
Proper  attention  to  the  matter  on  the  part  of  both  teacher  and 
pupils  will  remedy  this,  it  is  very  certain.  Excellent  work  in  the 
subject  has  been  done  in  Wescott,  Levi  Hall  and  Longfellow 
schools.  The  Fort  Hill  school  has  made  the  best  collection  of 
note-books  on  different  subjects.  Few  schools  give  any  attention 
whatsoever  to  singing, — the  Longfellow,  West  Gorham  and  Fort 
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Hill  schools  doing  the  most  in  this  respect  among  the  ungraded 
schools. 

The  Gorham  High  school  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  The 
average  attendance  for  the  spring  and  summer  term  was  67.  In 
the  fall  a  class  numbering  over  30  entered  and  the  average  attend- 
ance of  the  school  since  then  has  been  87.  The  pupils  entering 
from  the  Grammar  school  in  the  fall,  have  as  a  rule,  maintained 
a  high  standing  in  their  classes.  The  Principal,  as  in  former 
years,  has  striven  diligently  and  conscientiously  to  increase  the 
usefulness  of  the  school.  Miss  Ridlon,  from  her  year's  experience 
in  the  school,  has  been  enabled  to  make  her  work  more  effective 
in  many  ways.  She  has  filled  a  difficult  position  with  a  marked 
degree  of  satisfaction,  and  has  had  gratifying  success  both  in  the 
management  of  her  large  classes  and  in  the  quality  of  the  work 
done. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  the  past  year  to  the  English 
branches,  and  it  is  firmly  believed  that  better  results  than  ever 
have  been  secured  in  this  direction.  If  the  present  industry  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils  can  be  maintained,  few  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year  will  fail  to  be  promoted.

In  (lie  list  of  graduates  from  the  school  for  the  last  ten  years 
there  are  the  names  of  sixteen  college  graduates,  twenty-five 
Teacliers,  twelve  Book-keepers,  four  Physicians,  four  Stenogro- 
phere,  three  Civil  Engineers  ami  two  Druggists.  At  the  present 
time,  seventeen  of  the  graduates  are  students  in  college,  the  fol- 
lowing colleges  being  represented  by  them  :  Bowdoin,  Maine 
University,  Harvard,  Mt.  Holyoke,  Wesleyan,  Tufts  and  Univer- 
sity of  Minnesota;  and  sixteen  are  actively  engaged  in  teaching. 

It  lias  been  the  good  fortune  of  the  children  of  the  Primary 
School  in  Gorham  Village  to  have  for  their  teacher  another  year, 
Miss  Nellie  Cloudman  who  is  recognized  everywhere  as  one  of 
the  best  teachers  in  the  State  of  Maine. 

In  the  Frederick  Robie  and  Levi  Hall  schools  arrangements 
have  been  made  so  that  graduates  from  these  schools  can  enter 
the  Sub-Junior  class  of  the  Gorham  High  School  without  loss  of 
time  or  studies. 

Just  before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  term  Mr.  Benson  re- 
signed his  position  in  the  Frederick  Robie  School  to  become  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  of  the  city  of  Westbrook.  The  loss  of 
such  an  able  teacher  and  one  so  generally  respected  by  pupils 
and  parents,  necessarily  made  itself  felt  in  the  school.  He  had 
brought  a  large  measure  of  prosperity  to  the  school.  Mr.  Roscoe 
L.  Mitchell  a  teacher  of  experience  was  secured  to  take  his  place. 
He  has  performed  his  new  duties  with  satisfaction,  both  in  the 
management  of  his  school  and  in  his  methods  of  instruction. 
Miss  Davis,  from  her  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  school  and 
enthusiastic  interest  in  it,  has  been  of  valuable  assistance  to  him.

Miss  Hamblen  has  been  enabled  to  render  still  more  valuable 


service  than  ever  to  her  school  by  having  some  of  the  pupils  re- 
moved from  her  over-crowed  room  to  the  room  up-stairs. 

The  Levi  Hall  school,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  MacMillan, 
still  maintains  a  firm  place  in  the  confidence  of  the  people  and 
much  improvement  has  been  made.  Very  successful  graduating 
exercises  occurred  at  Forest  Hall  June  9th.  The  members  of 
the  graduating  class  were: 

Louisa  Adalade  Chaplin.  Clyde  Harold  Irish, 

Annie  Leach  Wescott,  Guy  Leland  Wilson. 

One  of  the  very  best  evidences  of  the  good  work  done  by 
the  teachers  and  pupils  of  these  two  schools  is  the  excellent  record 
made  by  the  scholars  going  from  them  to  the  Gorham  High 
School,  where  they  invariably  strengthen  the  classes  which  they 
join,  both  in  scholarship  and  in  the  power  of  application  to  work. 
It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  they  will  continue  to  furnish  the  High 
school  with  as  good  material. 

Early  in  the  school  year  a  substantially  bound  set  of  the  En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica  was  presented  to  the  Wescott  school  by 
Mr.  Eugene  S.  Whitney  of  Manchester,  X.  H. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  pupils  of  the  Wescott  School,  a 
flag  was  purchased  while  Miss  Wiggin  was  teacher.  Miss  Ay er, 
with  the  help  of  interested  friends,  got  everything  in  readiness 
for  a  flag-raising  early  in  November  of  the  Fall  term.  This  event 
took  place  Xovember  13,  with  a  large  number  of  citizens  in  at- 
tendance. Principal  Corthell  of  the  Gorham  Xormal  School  was 
present  and  made  a  short  address.  The  flag  was  unfurled  to  the 
breeze  after  most  successful  and  enjoyable  exercises,  in  which  the 
school  children  took  a  very  prominent  and  creditable  part. 

Mr.  W.  P.  F.  Robie  has,  during  the  year,  presented  the 
Frederick  Robie  School  with  a  valuable  set  of  books,  Larned's 
-History  for  Ready  Reference 

The  pupils  of  the  Longfellow  school,  for  a  large  part  of  the 
year  have  had  their  interest  increased  in  their  work  by  the  use 
of  an  organ  which  the  friends  of  the  school  generously  went  to 
the  expense  of  furnishing. 

The  Fort  Hill  and  West  Gorham  schools  had  entertainments 
the  winter  term  to  raise  funds  for  the  benefit  of  their  schools. 


The  Levi  Hall  School  has  received  the  gift  of  a  picture  from 
the  class  of  ,(.><>. 

According  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  all  pupils  in  the  schools 
under  state  control  must  be  instructed  in  Physiology  and  Hygiene 
with  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimu- 
lants and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system.  Teachers  arc  also 
en  joined  by  the  law  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  impress  upon 
their  pupils  the  principles  of  industry,  frugality,  chastity,  modera- 
tion, temperance  and  all  other  virtues  which  ornament  human 
society.  It  is  the  testimony  of  all  the  teachers  in  the  village 
schools  of  the  town  that  their  efforts  in  these  directions  are  often 
checked,  if  not  entirely  overcome,  by  the  influences  arising  from 
the  banding  together  of  pupils  outside  of  school  hours,  especially 
in  the  evening,  on  street  corners,  in  stores  and  other  public 
places.  These  influences,  not  in  a  few  instances,  have  led  to  the 
uses  of  tobacco,  profanity,  lack  of  respect  for  age,  and  rough 
manners  in  general.  Some  hoys  are  robbed  of  all  serious  interest 
in  school  or  the  purposes  of  school  through  these  causes.  Parents 
are  implored  to  co-operate  more  energetically  with  teachers  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties  as  outlined  above  ;  and  to  gain  a 
fuller  knowledge  of  where  their  children  are  and  of  how  they 
conduct  themselves,  both  in  action  and  speeech,  w7hen  released 
from  the  authority  of  the  school-room. 

As  very  few  seem  to  be  acquainted  with  the  changes  made 
by  the  last  legislature  in  regard  to  Compulsory  Education,  and. 
as  in  many  instances,  the  law  has  not  been  complied  with,  an  ex- 
tract from  the  School  Law^s  of  Maine  is  placed  in  the  report. 


COMPULSORY  EDUCATION, 

Chapter  80,  Public  Laws  of  1899. 
Sect.  24.  Every  child  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen, 
inclusive,  shall  attend  some  public  day  school  during  the  time 
such  school  is  in  session',  provided  that  necessary  absence  may  be 
excused  by  the  superintending  school  committee,  or  superinten 
dent  of  schools,  or  teacher,  acting  by  direction  of  either ;  provided, 
also,  that  such  attendance  shall  not  be  required  if  the  child  obtain 
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equivalent  instruction,  for  a  like  period  of  time,  in  an  approved 
private  school  or  in  any  other  manner  approved  by  the  superin- 
tending school  committee.  All  persons  having  children  under 
their  control  shall  cause  them  to  attend  school  as  provided  in  this 
section, -and  for  every  neglect  of  such  duty  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-live  dollars,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  or  town, 
for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  such  city  or  town,  or  shall  be 
imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sect.  26.  If  a  child,  without  sufficient  excuse,  shall  be  ab- 
sent from  school  six  or  more  times  during  any  term  he  shall  be 
deemed  an  habitual  truant,  and  the  superintending  school  com- 
mittee shall  notify  him  and  any  person  under  whose  control  he 
may  be  that  unless  he  conforms  to  section  one  of  this  act,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  two  following  sections  will  be  enforced  against 
them  ;  and  if  thereafter  such  child  continues  irregular  in  attend- 
ance, the  truant  officers  or  any  of  them  shall,  when  so  directed  by 
the  school  committee  or  superintendent  in  writing,  enforce  said 
provisions  by  complaint. 

Any  person  having  control  of  a  child  who  is  an  habitual  tru- 
ant, as  defined  in  the  foregoing  section,  and  being  in  any  way  re- 
sponsible for  such  truancy,  and  any  person  who  induces  a  child 
to  absent  himself  from  school,  or  harbors  or  conceals  such  child 
when  he  is  absent,  shall  forfeit  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  for 
the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such 
child  resides,  to  be  recovered  by  the  truant  officer  on  complaint, 
or  shallb'e  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

On  complaint  of  the  truant  officer,  an  habitual  truant,  if  a 
boy,  may  be  committed  to  the  state  reform  school,  or,  if  a  girl  to 
the  state  industrial  school  for  girls,  or  to  any  truant  school  that 
may  hereafter  be  established. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  appropria- 
tions be  made  : 

For  Common  Schools,  three  thousand,  two  hundred  dollars. 
For  a  Free  High  School  at  Gorham  Village,  twelve  hundred 
dollars. 

For  supplies,  repairs,  insurance,  etc.,  one  thousand  dollars. 
For  text-books,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.
